Touching on proposals to build 
other dams at other sites than the 
Boulder site, Mr. Davis said that 
to build smaller dams above the 
Boulder Canyon site, would merely 
result in cutting down the efficiency 
of the Boulder Canyon site. 

“What is needed,” he said, “is 
a high dam at Boulder Canyon 
capable of handling the peak 
foods that come down the river.“ 

William Mulholland addressed. 
the meeting during the afternoon 
session during which he set at rest 
fear that the silt in the Colorado 
might interfere with the success- 
ful bringing of domestic water to 
Los Angeles. 

He explained that the water for 
Los Angeles would not be drawn 
directly out of the river but that 
something in the nature of a trench 
or reservoir would be dug adjacent 
to the river and that the river 
would be filtered through the in- 
tervening soil into guch reservoir 
and then run into the proposéd 
aqueduct. 


COST OF PLA! GIVEN 


Mr. Mulholland also said that 
unless the high dam were built at 
the Boulder Canyon site Los Ange- 
les could rot and would not be in- 
terest in the proposal to 
water from the river to the city. 

“There is no adequate remedy 
on the water question for the peo- 
pie of Los Angeles or the entire 
Southwest without the construction 
of a high dam at Boulder Canyon,” 
said Mr. Mulholland. 

In reply to a question, he said 
that the cost of the Colorado River 
aquedrct to Southern California 
would be approximately the same 
per capita as the cost of the Owens 
River Aqueduct was, that ia, 
about $144 per capita. 

Addison Smith, chairman of the 
House Irrigation and Reclama- 
tion Committee, told of the efforts 
to put the Swing-Johnson bill 
across in Congress.

BOTTLE UP TERRITORY 

Shoestring annexations, it is ex- 
plained for the benefit of the un- 
initiated, are strips of land gen- 
erally narrow in width that usually 
ramble seemingly aimlessly about 
the country and usually succeed, 
it seems, in bottling up a lot more 
territory than that annex, much to 
the disgust of those within the cir- 
cle. 

Shoestring strips, the records 
show, date back for a number of 
years. One of the first on record 
was in Mississippi, and was laid 
out, so it seems, by politicians 
whose unworthy aim was to corral 
a lot of votes. Says Webster’ 
dictionary: The first shoestring 
district was formerly in Missis- 
sippi, a flagrantly sgerrymandered 
district, the Sixth Congressional. It 
was about 300 miles long and on an 


average breadth of about twenty 


miles. 

Two shoestrings of the like, not 
so large but a good deal more 
twisting, are proposing to tie them- 
selves to Vernon. As was said be- 
fore, one voted officially to do so 
last Tuesday, and that explains the 
hop, skip and jump and other 
games. When the other and larger 
strip encircling some 56000 acres 
lying east of Vernon and stretch- 
ing to the outskirts of Montebello 
votes on the 30th inst., more games 
of Ken more interest are expected 
to be on the board. 

Mr. and Mrs. Arthur Friar, who 
live at 2540 East Fifty-second 
street, are the ones Who made pos- 
sible all the fun. hey are offi- 
cially credited with proposing to 
the Vernon Board of Trustees that 
the shoestring be annexed. Of 
course, city officials of Huntington 
Park allege and assert loudly that 
the Friars had little to do with 
the plotting of the strip and were 
only “egged on” by Vernon, which 
wanted te bottle up sixteen busi- 
ness blocks that really wanted to 
annex to Huntington Park. 


ONLY TWO IN STRIP 


But be that as it may, it was 
discovered when it came time to 
vote that Mr. and Mrs. Friar were 
the only people actually living on 
the entire shoestring, as one might 
say, end were the only ones elig- 
ible to vote. By a strange coinci- 
dence, the shoestring wound 
around their house and in all its 
entire length never annexed an- 
other dwelling. although it nar- 
rowly, at one point, missed a bach- 
elor hotel i@ which there were said 
to have been more than a score of 
eager voters, all ready to put their 
Xs in the little boxes on the bal- 
lot. 
Anyway, ranging in width from 
three feet to ten feet in most 
places, the shoestring wound its 
way up alleys, down streets, over 
hille and dales and quite surround- 
ed more than a dozen city blocks 
lying between Vernon and Hunt- 
ington Park.

Fallen from its once proud position as 


ished, Austria has apparently become the 
sick man of Europe. Austria is suffering 
from malnutrition. The once-famous em- 
pire is now only about half as large as 


all that ig left is the city of Vienna and 
suburban territory. The city alone pos- 
sesses more than half the population of the 
state. For two years the League of Na- 
tions has been trying to evolve a plan by 
which the city may become self-supporting; 
but their plans have registered only a me- 
diocre success, and those who have studied 


must be made in the sentence imposed on 
Austria in the Treaty of Versailles before 
the urban population will be able to feed 
and clothe itself. 

Austria is surrounded on three sides by 
its late enemies. They have all érected 
tariff walls against Austrian manufactured 
products. In addition to that, they have in- 
flicted what many term oppressive rates an 
the transportation of Austrian goods to the 
seaports and on raw materials shipped from 
the outside into Austria. 

The conditich is one that the Council of 
the League must again consider. In order 
to live it is necessary for the residents of 
the city of Vienna to buy outside Austria 
raw materials, bring them into the indue- 
trial district, transform them into manufac- 
tured products and sell them at a sufficient 
price over the first cost to feed two-thirds 
the population of the city. High tariff and 
transportation rates at the present time 
make this extremely difficult, if not impos- 
sible. 

Only one immediate neighbor extends to 
Austria the hand of friendship. That is 
Germany; but relations bétween Austria 
and Germany are rigorously limited by the 
Treaty of Versailles. There must be no 
government rapprochement, no favored trea- 
ties, no special trade agreements. Some 
neutral observers say that the plight of 
Austria at present is similar to that of a 
prisoner condemned to a service of hard 
labor on a diet of bread and water. 

Recent reports from American investigat- 
ors give some semblance of truth to this al- 

As the years pass it becomes plain that 
the Austrian sentence was heavier than the 
majority of the council that drafted the 
Treaty of Versailles intended. The main 
source of evil at present is the discrimina- 
tion against Austria by all but one of her 
neighbors. Austria must import raw mate- 
rial and foodstuffs in order to live; like- 
wise, she must export and sell manufac- 
tured artices. A state that cannot raise on 
its own soil more than onethird enough 
food for its population must carry on a 
profitable foreign trade in manufactured ar- 
ticles in order to live. :

Hoods 
were originally fashioned after the 
monks’ cowls and like them at- 
tached to the gown drawn 
over the head. 

Later when the hood was dis- 
placed by the cap as a head cover- 
ing, it was made separate some- 
times with a border of color. In 
its present forům the hood is the 
most significant and certainly the 
most interesting part of the aca- 
demic costume. The motarboard is 
an evolution of the skull cap worn 
by the ecclesiastics over the ton- 
sured head. The pointed shape 
which it later assumed developed 
into the modern J. 


COLONIAL ORIGIN | 
Caps and gowns have been used 
in this country from colonial times. 
‘Columbia Univerdity, or King’s 


College as it was then known, at 
an early date sdopted a local code. 
New York University, the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and others 
also had codes in force fore 
1880. A few years later a student 
movement favoring the use of 
academic costume began. Presi- 
dents and trustees became inter- 
ested and encouraged it. The Yate 
Corporation was one of the first 
governing bodies to be gowned, 
but the facuity of Harvard was 
not supplied until the two hun- 
dred and fiftieth anniversary in 
1886, although Columbia and other 
universities had gsowned their 
faculties at an earli«r date. 

The democratic appeal in cloth- 
ing all alike in an outward equal 
fellowship, the improvement in the 
general effect of university func- 
tions and the increased interest 
aroused im academic ceremonies 
as a result of the practice brought 
about the rapid adoption of the 
costume. Indeed it has met with 
such general favor that many 
normal and high schools in recent 
years supplied their graduating 
classes with caps and gowns, Dark 
blue or gray are the usual colors, 
and if biack is used the rounded 
sleeves distinguish the gowns from 
those of the collegiate costume.

| tarantula 


on hot days

Certainly a tarantula would 
never take a prize for meek- 
ness, any more than he would 
be the winner at a beauty 
show. True, in a cold spell of 
weather he might be so busy 
in warming his feet and grum- 
bling at the weather that even 
a proffered finger would not 
tempt him. On the other hand. 
Watch out for the tarantula 
when the weather is hot. His 
legs limber up, his fangs are 
well oled and dripping with 
virulent poison, and his fight- 
ing blood is easily stirred. Not 
that he seeks o quarrel, but he 
will not give more than half of 
the road just then. 

I speak of the male because 
he is the more aggressive of 
the two. Even the female, how 
ever, may have a chip on her 
shoulder if the day is hot. The 
male keeps his fighting togs 
handy. The wise collector 
never confines two tarantulas 
in a single box, for they will 
fight until one is killed, or un- 
til—like the Kilkenny 
there isn’t any. Legs are also 
torn off in combat—what is a 
leg when there are nine left? 
When two tarantulas meet in 
combat one will often rip open 
the abdomen of his adversary 
with one stroke of his power- 
ful fangs. * ‘ 

For years I collected these 
great spiders. Some would-be 
wk hat asserted that the only 
comfortable place to have a 
boll is on the other fellow, and 
presumably he would be ready 
to say the same of the taran- 
tula. At least I did not 
feel comfortable when a great 
black tarantula made a road- 
way of my back. He took a 
mean advantage of me; he 
could see me but I could not 
see him. When we were boys 
we traded jack-knives sight 
unseen. How willingly I would 


_ have traded this tarantula for 


anything under the sun but a 
rattlesnake or a Gila monster, 
sight unseen! Still another 
specimen, with hair which 
stood up like quills upon the 
fretful porcupine,” started on 
an excursion up my trousers’ 
I had the best of the 
tarantulas, for I always es- 
caped, while they were not so 
fortunate. 

The bite is dangerous and 
sometimes fatal. A friend of 
mine has a Mexican woman in 
his employ. She tells him that 
she lost a baby from a taran- 
tula bite, the child dying in 
a few hours. I only know of 
two persons who have been 
bitten, both grown men. In 
these cases there was much 
suffering but no fatal results. 
For years I collected speci- 
mens of this class. Had I been 
bitten my history might have 
been written under this ti

STAR SPANGLED BANNER | 
HAD MANY FORERUNNERS 


The one hu and forty-eighth 
birthday of the American flag, Sun- 
day, the 14th inst., serves to recall 
the interesting story of ite growth 
and some of the thrilling incidents 


ot which it has been a part. ; 
It is commonly accepted that the 


first standard planted on the shore 
of the new world came with Co- 
lumbus to San Salvador in 1492 
—the royal four-part standard of 
Spain, and the personal flag given 
to Columbus by Ferdinand and 
Isa bella. 

Five years later, another Italian, 
John Cabot, landing on what is 
now Nova Scotia, with authority 
from King Henry VII of England, 
set up the English royal banner— 
the red cross of St. George upon a 
white field. : 

In 1584 Sir Walter Raleigh of 
England made the first English 
settlement on the mainiand of the 
United States, on what is now Vir- 
ginia. He brought the standard of 
Queen Elizabeth, beari the red 
lions of England and t golden 
Ilies of France. 


HENRY HUDSON 

In 1609 Henry Hudson, an En- 
Kah sailor, commanding a Dutch 
ship, the. Half Moon, carrying 
the flag of the Dutch East India 
Company, three equa] stripes of 
orange, white and blue, landed at 
the mouth of a bodg of water since 
known as the Hudson River. This 
flag remained over New York until 
1650, when a stripe of red took the 
place of the orange, and it floated 
until the conquest by the English 
in 1664. 

Eleven years later, the Pilgrims 
landing at Provincetown and Ply- 
mouth, came in the Mayflower 
which carried the cross of St. 
George. 


For many years the united col- 
onies of New England—Plymouth, 

assachusetts Bay, Connecticut and 
New Haven — carried the royal 
standard of England, but about 
1700 a white flag with a green pine 
tree in the center was used by the 
colonials. The old flag was not 
forgotten, however, for the colo- 
nists frequently used the flag of 
the mother country, now red, 
(since Charles the Second became

RATTLESNAKE FUAG 

The famous “rattlesnake flag,” 
a flag of red and white stripes, a 
rattlesnake stretching from the low- 
er left to the upper right-hand cor- 
ner, was published by Benjamin 
Franklin in his Pennsylvania Ga- 
zette in 1754. At the bottom of 
the flag was a line which read 
Don't Tread On Me.“ The rattie- 
snake was later used on several of 
the Colonial flags. : 

Following the New England col- 
onies, other colonies adopted dis- 
tinctive flags. 

The oldest American flag in ex- 
istence is the maroon colored 
“minute-men” flag, carried by the 
Bedford, Mass, men at Concord 
Bridge, April 19, 1775. 
is now on exhibition at the Town 
Hall in Bedford, Mass., about fif- 
teen miles from Boston. 

The flag of Bunker Hill, used 
only during that battle, was a blue 
flag, with the crosses of St. George 
and St. Andrew, the royal stand- 
ards in the upper left-hand cor- 
ner, associated with the pine tree. 

After Washington took command 
of the American forces at Cam- 
bridge, Mass., July 3, 1775, the need 
of a new flag to better represent 
the sentiment of the people was 
urged. On January 2, 1776, Wash-

ington raised over Prospect Hill‘ 


in Cambridge (now Somerville.) 
Mass., a flag which not only had 
the British crosses in the upper 
left-hand corner, but had a field 
made of thirteen red and white 
stripes. This was really the “first 
ag of American independence.” 
The colonists called it “The Con- 
tinental Flag of the United Cel- 
onies,” but to the British it was 
“The flag of rebellious stripes.” 


After the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the members of the 
Continental Congress realized the 
need of an emblem that would 
represent the sentiment of separa- 
tion from the mother country. In

IN DIFFERENT SENSES 
The word religion is used in sev- 
eral different senses, these bearing 
u certain relation one to another, 
but by no means identical in fact 
or in spirtt. From the standpoint 
of scientific analysis, religion is the 
instinct of fear, awe, reverence, of 
worship, faith, duty, arising from 
recognition of the gigantic 
forces which surround humanity, 
and of our Gesire to act in accord- 
ance with their supposed purposes 
in our pursuit of happiness.

RELIGION PERSONAL 

The name religion is also popu- 
larly used for dogmas, ceremonies, 
rites, symbolism, nizations, 
which have as their or norme! 
purpose the aid to religious feel- 
ing, the control of religious ac- 
tivities, or their concentration on 
the advancement of the individuals 
concerned or of the 
The word ia also loose 
any condition in any way allied 
with worship or propitiation of 
unseen powers. In so far as re- 
ligion is compacted or crystallized 
inte a system or a belief, it be- 
comes at once encrusted with ex- 
traneous matters, poetry, hopes, 
traditions or superstitions. 

In the strict or scientific sense 
religion is personal or individual. 
No one can fake up the religion of 
another. In the historic sense 
one may join another's com- 
munion, enter another's cult or 
accept another's creed. Individual 
religion admits of no compromise. 
Organized religions are products 
of compromise, each communicant 
having a different mental picture 
of the central purpose if he rises 
to any cenception at all. From 
the standpoint of science, the 
question as to whether any re- 
ligion is true, das no meaning. 
Religion ie not concerned wit 
statements of fact, either of science 
or of history. The actual problem 
is whether impulses, actions or 
opinions, called religion, work out 
for human betterment. “Pure 
religion and undefiled” is not con- 
cerned with theological subsleties, 
and a test of religion is the one 
offered by Jesus to Peter: “Feed 
my lambs.” 


* 
RELIGIOUS EVOLUTION 

It has been questioned whether 
the vague mythology of primitieve 
man should be regarded as religion. 
But it is from crude beginni 
that all higher powers or impulees 
arise. In our understanding, hu- 
man reason is developed from trop- 
ism, inetinct and reflex action, 
simple reactions which in the low- 
er animals or in human infancy 
precede the power of choice. In 
like manner we may include under 
the general term of religion, all 
the various functions and impulses 
in the childhood of the individual 
or the race that lead upward to 
its higher manifestations. These 
constitute an obvious series: fear. 
awe, reverence, worship, duty, the 
highest stage involving an effort 
to conform to ways of righteous- 
ness established by a power high- 
er than ourselves. At the heart 
of religion ie the hope that by our 
conduct we may place ourselves 
in line with the will or the ways 
of the powers we worship. In the 
earlier stages of humanity, the in- 
visible deities may be many in 
number, with varying powers and 
caprices, but the tendency of in- 
tellectual advance is toward the 
conception of a unified intelligence 
in a unified universe, This ra-

Knowing 
nothing of the past, present or 
future, except as we can trace it 
by the dim light of our own ob- 
servations and experiments and 
the recorded experiences of others 
surrounded by creatures more or 
less like ourselves and just as be- 
wildered, and again encompassed 
by natural objects we can see and 
feel and by mighty powers we 
can neither see nor understand. 
And the unseen forces though not 


just as capable of tre- 
mendous disturbance of our dally 
actions. To stand in awe before 
the unseen is the beginning of re- 


ligion, to attempt te find, out how 
it behaves is the beginning of sci-

“It has been unprecedented in

chief factor of today—this electrical 
industry which we are checking 
up from our reports.” It was 
Franklin T. Griffith, president of 
the National Blectric Light Asso- 
clation speaking to a few of tis of 
the old guard of the convention of 
1920 as we lunched at the Whit- 
comb today and talked over the 
high notes of progress which the 

n Francisco convention will 
sound to the world. It was this 
same Franklin T. Griffith of Port- 
land, Or., who from the conven- 
tion hall in Pasadena in May, 1920, 
focussed the attention of the finan- 
clers of the world on the Pacific 
Coast, when, as the result of a long 
and patient study of hydrographic 
conditions west of the Mississippi 
he proclaimed: “The Pacific West 
has 80 per cent of the undeveloped 
water power of the United States.“

The world heard Mr. Griffith’s 
story, and the world has replied 
by pouring inte the Far West the 
millions and millions of dollars 
which have financed an era of hy- 
dro-electric development that has 
leaped far beyond the bounds of

the awakening of the East to a 
knowledge of the West,” resumed 
Mr. Griffith, “but there is a vacant 
chair at this little gathering which 
has always been occupied by Rus- 
sell H. Ballard, who, as president 
of our association, brought the 
financiers of America and the great 
experts of the electrical industry 
to the West. It was his work that 
galvanized the National Electric 
Light Association into new life and 
organization in the wor 
of today.

CONSUMER OWNERSHIP 

“There are now more than 
2,600,000 owners of electric light 
and power securities in the United 
States, and of these more than 
1,000,000 own the stocks of the 
companies that render them elec- 
tric service; approximalely 16 per 
cent of these consumer-owners live 
in California.” It was A. Jackson 
Marshall of New York, secretary 
of the association, who contributed 
this statement to our symposium 
of information, and he continued: 

“It ia good to get back to Call- 
fornia, the cradle of consumer- 
ownership, which, I belleve, is the 
greatest ¢conomic movement of the 
century. It was here in San Fran- 
cisco in 1914 that A. E. Hochen- 
beamer, treasurer of the Pacific 
Gas and Electric Company, started 
the movement which is making the 
consumers of electricity of Amer- 
ica partner-owners in the organiza- 
tions which supply them with elec- 
tricity. It was in Los Angeles in 
1917 that John B. Miller, president 
of the Southern California Edison 
Company, swung the force of his 
great organization into line and 
now has about 72,000 individual 
stockholders among the consumers 
of the Edison company. It was in 
Fresno that A. G. Wishon and A. 
Emery Wishon of the San Joaquin 
Light and Power Company, ac- 
celerated what the big companies 
to the north and south of them 
had started, and helped to weld 
what is now known as the ‘Califor- 
nia Movement’ into a permanent 
and fixed national policy. which 
has become a financial axiom with 
most of the great utility companies 
of the country.”

All the chronicle 
of Ethiopia and the kingdom of 
the Sudan, all that marvelous 
primitive art of the West African 
comst, all of the legend and history 
handed down by generations of 
black folk has been long un- 
known in America and forgotten 
by Burope because of the propa- 
panne of slavery and the ‘slave 
rade. 

France rediscovered African art 
and based a new school of art 
upon it, Germany revealed some- 
thing of the wealth of African 
literature; and England and 
America have been uncovering the 
buried history of and 
Ethiopia and Nigeria. 
there was passionate assertion, 
particuarly in the last two lands 
which had bitter racial “problems,” 
that none of these Africans were 
“negroes;” until, as Habzel pointed 
out some time ago, we were mak- 
ing so arbitrary and fanciful defi- 
nition of “negro” that we were 
about to leave no negroes at all 
among the black and brown folk 
of Africa, whose race diversity is 
no greater than in Burope. The 
“black” race is as vague for scien- 
tino definitions as the “white.”

A RENAISSANCE _

(Continnsed from 26th Page) 
today we are beginning to realize 
that the history of man in Africa 
has parallelled the history of man 
in Europe and Asia. To American 
negroes, long deprived of the im- 
past, save that

despair, this renaissance of 
knowledge has brought new and 
growing enthusiasm for self-ex- 
pression. Nowhere is this better 
seen than in the, new drama.

TO CALL BIG 
BOND ISSUE 


Chamber Predicts Period 
of Improvement Assures 
50,000 Population 


INGLEWOOD, June 18.— Pre- 
dicting~ that Inglewood is on the 
eve of the greatest period of 
prosperity, growth and develop- 
ment in its history assuring a 
population of 50,000 by 1930, the 
report of the special bond issue of 
the Inglewood Chamber of Com- 
merce outlines a program of im- 
provements for which a $600,000 
bond issue will be called. 

The report was framed by Col. 
Thomas H. Jennings, chairman, 
Rodney C. Nutt and George C. 


Malloy, of the bond issue mmit- 
tee. f the amount asked, 380. 
000 is for ‘streets and highways, 


$100,000 for parks and $60,000 for 
drainage. 

“There is an opportunity pre- 
sented now, which, if siezed upon, 
will make this a modern, progres- 
sive municipality,” the report 
states, “but, if neglected, we can 
remain one of the ‘also rans’ while 
other towns and cities with less 
natural advantages will go quickiy 
on to. great prosperity.” 

In addition to the —— dond 
issue, funds for the improvement“, 
the report says, can be obtained 
through assessment districts, in- 
dividuals, the Santa Fe. Railway. 
the county of Los Angeles and the 
State of California 

It will be the duty of the ciiy 
engineers office, it was said fur- 
ther, to work out the details as to 
the proportion of expenditure upon 
each of the projects. 

Of the street and highway im- 
provements, two are mentioned as 
of vital interest. One of these is 
H land avenue, to connect with 
Hdilywood, and the other the im- 
proving and widening of Redondo 
Boulevard from West Boulevard 
through Inglewood.” These two 
projects are so closely related that 
we cannot consider the one with- 
out the other,” the report state.
